Peacefully at His 
Home in Hoosier 
State-Life Story.

Crawfordsville, Ind.,Peb, 1C.—General 


Lew Wallace, 78. died at his home here 
at 9:30 Wednesday night. He was a 
veteran of the Mexican and -civil wars, 
one time minister to Turkey, and the 
author of "Ben Hur" and other novels 
cf note. 


The end cam« peacefully. His Uastt 


•words as he turned to his wife to bid 
her goodby were, "I am ready rto meet 
nay Maker." The famous patient's con- 
dition, which had been precarious for 
the last three months, became sudden- 
ly worse Wednesday 
evening. Dr 


Warren H. HistLae, wio has been hie 
physician for years, was .hurriedly 
called. His first glance tola him that 
life was fast ebbing away. Stimulants 
were applied and everything possible 
done in an effort to prolong his lite, 
but the case was "hopeless. The gen- 
eral remained conscious almost to the 
last. At the deathbed were his wife, 
Henry Wallace. Tiis only son. and Mrs. 
Wallace, together with the physician 
and two nurses Two little grandchil- 
dren of General Wallace, whom he 
held rery dear, -were in the house, but 
they iiad been sent to ~becl by their 
parents after "being taken to the sick 
chamber to "bid their beloved grand- 
father the last goodby. 


Dr. Ristine said that the direct cause 


cf the general's death was exhaustion 
resulting from starvation 
For weeks 


General Wallace has been unable to 
take and assimilate strengthening food 
of any kind. His stomach refused ab- 
solutely to perform its functions, anrl 
It was only his iron constitution and 
remarkable vitality that kept him alive 
lor more than three months. All nour- 
ishment for weeks had 'been given 
hypodermically 


Lew Wallace was botn inTJrookville, 


Infl, in T827. 
HP studied law in In- 


diana, served in the Mexican war and 
then practiced law until the civil war. 
He entered as colonel of an Indiana 
regiment and soon was promotefl to 
Brigadier general. Tn 1803 he superin- 
tended the construction of defenses at 
Cincinnati when that city was threat- 
ened by a Confederate force under 
General E K Smith Subsequently he 
commanded the middle department 
and Eighth army corps, with heatlquai- 
ters at Baltimore, and on July 0, 1864. 
with a greatly inferior force, h-e de- 
layed the advance of General Jubal A 
Early at Monocacy, where, however, he 
Buffered a defeat. Wallace was gover- 
nor of New Mexico from 1878-81 and 
United States Minister to Turkey 1881- 
85. His novels, "The Fair God," "The 
Prince of India" and "Ben Hur," are 
highly estimated

Before each name is the 
number of the- actor's or actress' dress- 
ing room. After the names are the 
words "In" and "Out," with a little 
shifting shutter which hides the word 
"In" when it exposes '-Out" and vice 
versa. As a member of the company 
goes or counts he pushes the indicator, 
which registers liis movements. Every 
member, too, has his card of identifi- 
cation, which lie must show to the 
stage door keeper ju.st as surely as the 
visitors in the audience expoae their 
tickets at the front door. 


But here is the practical working of 


the Mansfield register: The call boy 
koops a book containing the names, 
dressing room numbers, residence ad- 
dress and characters and understudies 
playcxl by each person. Three-quarters 
of an hour before each act he consults 
the register, his book iu hand. If some 
one who is to appear in the first act is 
marked "Out," the cail boy first looks 
up the understudy of the role of the ab- 
sent one, »ends him word to dress at 
once iu his principal's costume and 
then sends a messenger to the absent 
actor's apirtmenta for an explanation. 
Thus the possibility of embarrassing 
the performance is minimized. But
